A Pittsburg and Gulf passenger 
train, in charge of Thomas Ma­ 
loney , 
engineer,

Basnett, fireman, was struck by a 
Rock Island meat train at the road 
crossing east of W eatherby , Mo., 
at 4 o’clock last Saturday after­ 
noon.

Engineer and Fireman Gallop 
and Beck display ed remarkable 
nerve in stay ing with their engine 
and were pulled out from under 
the debris after the accident had 
happened wnthout injury . 
W recking crews were sent to 
the scene of the disaster at once, 
and the greater part of Saturday 
night and Sunday were consumed 
in clearing u 3 the wreckage. 
Reports vary as to the cause of 
the accident, some 
claiming the 
fault lies witli the Rock Island 
crew, while others maintain that it 
was the result of carelessness^ on 
the part of the Pittsburg and Gulf 
train men.

A BANDIT’S DEATH. 


“ Dick” Liddell Passed Away At 
Cincinnati, 0. 


h 
MEMBER OF J AMES OANG 


f 
Snrrendered When $10,000 Keward 
Was Offered—Tried to Betray 
His Chief. 


“ D ick” ‘Liddell, the former Mis­ 
souri bandit and train robber, who 
has been 
stopping for several 
weeks at Mrs. Martha Wasser’s in 
Cincinnati, 
O., 
attending the 
Queen City ’s races, where he has 
been running his horses, died Sa t­ 
urday morning at i o’clock from 
heart trouble, after a lingering ill­ 
ness of three weeks. 
Liddell was one of the best 
known turfmen of the west. 
He 
owned sev eral of the best horses 
which hov e raced this season on 
western tracks. His body was sent 
to his home at Nev ada, Mo. 
It 
was accompanied by his wife, who 
has been with him since he was 
stricken, three weeks ago. 
“ D ick” Liddell, was a member 
of the J ames gang. 
Early in the 
’7 o’s J esse J ames found Liddle, or 
Little, as he was then called, work­ 
ing as a farm hand on 
“ Bob” 
Hudspeth’s farm in J ackson ^coun­ 
ty , 
Missouri, 
and became v ery 
much attached to him. 
“ Dick” was used as a messenger 
1 and spy for J esse and Frank and 
their brother outlaws for some 
time before he was made a regular 
member of the gang. 
The first robbery in which Lid-

die took an activ e part as princi­ 
pal was the bank lobberv at Ste. 
t/ 
Genev iev e, Mo., in 18 7 3, the other 
members of the gang being J esse 
J ames, Coleman and Bob Younger 
and Clel Miller. 
The Ste. Genev iev e bank rob­ 
bery was committed much in the 
same way as the Northfield rob­ 
bery , but without loss of life. The 
officers and employ es of the bank 
were cov ered with rev olv ers while 
some $3,500 was takeh from the 
v aults, 
j \ street scene followed, 
the inhabitants of the little town 
hav ing been alarmed. 
The rob­ 
bers rode out of town with rev olv ­ 
ers drawn and 
pointed at the 
crowd. 
After this several train and stage 
robberies followed within the next 
two or three y ears, in which the 
J ames gang had a hand, but it is 
.not certain that “ Dick” Liddell 
was present at any of them. 
The Hot Springs stage was rob­ 
bed near Malv ern, Ark., in J anu­ 
ary , 18 7 4, and several thousand 
dollars obtained, 
and 
an 
Iron 
Mountain 
train 
was 
robbed in 
Way ne county , 
Mo., 
about the 
same time, as was also a train on 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa­ 
cific railroad near Council Bluffs. 
Then came the Muncie, Kas., train 
robbery , October 13, 1S7 5 ; Otter- 
v ille train robbery in J uly , 1S7 6 
and Union Pacific train robbery in 
Nebraska, 
in 
September, 
18 7 7 , 
which were charged to the J ames 
gang. 
“ Dick” Liddell was left behind 
when the gang went to Northfield, 
Minn., but was present at the re­ 
organization, when 
Charles and 
“ Bob” Ford and Cummings were 
taken into the band. 
A feeling of 
enmity soon sprang up, howev er, 
between the J ames boy s and the 
new members, the latter becoming 
jealous of the old leaders and 
wanting to do a little robbing on 
their own hook, just to prov e to 
Frank and J esse that a good job 
could be planned and executed 
without their assistance. 
“ Dick” 
Liddell 
joined 
the 
Fords and “ J im” Cummings in 
their plans and three train rob­ 
beries within two y ears was the 
result, at Winston, Dav iess coun­ 
ty , Mo., and the Glendale and 
Blue Cut train robberies on the 
Chicago and Alton road near Kan­ 
sas City . 
J esse and Frank J ame» were ac­ 
cused of being the leaders in all 
the robberies, 
but their friends 
deny that they were at either of 
them. 
That Liddell, 
Cummings 
and the Fords were in ail of them 
is known. 
Liddell is said to be a man of 
undoubted courage, one whose skill 
with the six-shooter was next only 
;o that of J esse and Frank J ames. 
His confederates alway s had con­ 
fidence in him, but it was fiQally 
on account of his lov e for a woman 
that he entered into negotiations 
with the authorities for bis own 
surrender, agreeing if he was not 
prosecuted to betray J esse J ames 
and the other members 
of the 
gang. 
This woman was Mattie Collins. 
She went to Cipta in Henry H. 
Craig, then police commissioner, 
and still a resident of Kansas City , 
and to Sheriff Timberlake, of Clay 
county , and mAde the agreement 
with 
them. 
The 
woman 
was 
shrewd. 
Gov . 
Crittenden 
had 
only a little while before issued his 
proclamation offering |io,o o o re- 
Ward for the capture of any of. the 
bandits, and she realized that such 
an amount would prov e a power­ 
ful inducement for someone to be- 
tiay her lover. 
He surrendered to 
Timberlake in iS8 i, agreeing to 
betray and help capture J esse, 
Frank and all the other members 
of the gang. 
In the meantime Bob Ford had 
surrendered to Timberlake,the con­ 
ditions being the same as those 
made with Liddell. 
Charlie Ford 
was at this time with J esse in St. 
J oseph. 
Bob Ford had told Tim- 
ber^afee that J esse was somewhere 
in Northwest Missouri, but that he 
did not know the exact place. 
He 
said, howev er, that J esse would 
come for him, as it was about time 
for another raid, and that he would 
leav e word with his brother, Capt. 
Ford, at Liberty , where he and 
J esse had gone and where they 
could be found. 
“ You will hear from me in ten 
days, ” said Bob Ford, “ provided 
I am alive. ” 
A fter Bob Ford had gone away 
Timberlake kept a special engine 
on the side track constantly under 
steam, ready to go on an instant’s 


notice when summoned by Ford. 
Beside he had eight picked men 
ready to go with him to assist in 
the capture of the desperado. Lid­ 
dell 
was one of them. 
While 
waiting for news from Bob, Tim­ 
berlake said to Liddell: 
“ Dick, y ou promised to go on 
this capture; now. I ’m going to 
eee that y ou don’t get treacher­ 
ous.” 
“ I’ll not only go,” answ^ered Lid­ 
dell, “ but I ’ll go iu adv ance; but 
I’ll promise y ou somebody ’s going 
to be killed when fesse begins to 
shoot.” 
“ All right,” said Timberlake, 
“ y ou hav e v olunteered to go in 
front. 
I’ll be next to y ou, Dick, 
and if y ou show the slightest sign 
of treachery I’ll kill y ou in y our 
tracks.” 
“ I may be killed, Mr. Timber- 
lake,” answered Liddell, “ but it 
will be J esse’s gun that does it, 
and not y ours.” 
Whether or not Liddell intended 
to prov e treacherous was never 
known, for Bob Ford found J esse 
J ames at the house where he was 
liv ing in St. J oseph one day in 
April, 18 S1, and shot the outlaw 
from behind while he was hanging 
a picture on the wail. 
Liddell next came into promi­ 
nence at the trial of Frank J ames 
at Gallatin for the murder of Con­ 
ductor Westfall, 
of 
the 
Rock 
Island road, at the Winston rob­ 
bery . 
Liddell wanted J ames con­ 
v icted, because he feared him. He 
testified that Frank was in the 
robbery . 
Gov Crittenden was subpoenaed 
from J etlerson 
City to impeach 
Liddell’s testimony . 
Liddell, just 
after the surrender, had gone to the 
capital and had told Gov . Critten­ 
den that Frank J ames was not in 
the \\ inston robbery , and the gov ­ 
ernor so testified. 
This testimony 
is said to Lave been largely instru­ 
mental in Frank J ames’ acquittal. 
For ten y ears or more Liddell has 
been an owner of race horses and 
has raced his horses principally at 
the second class tracks in the east.
